Church, but not the Church invisible the 
names of the members of which are with- 
out exception written in heaven, but the 
Church visible, the instrumentality or- 
dained of God to accomplish His gracious 
purposes towards men, by which sin is 
restrained, and a thousand ameliorating, 
uplifting influences aro exerted upon so- 
ciety, and the ransomed of the Lord are 
called, sanctified, and made meet for the 
inheritance of the saints in light. 
The 


church is the depository of the word and 
ordinances of God, and hence the light of 
the world, and the salt of the earth. 
It 


is the one institution of the Divine Wis- 
dom and love, which is adapted to men 
universally, and which is destined to 
cov< r the cartli as the waters cover the 
sea. 
No one family can embrace all 


men, nor can ariji one government, but 
church the one cliurcli of God, with its 
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it commanded a support greater than 
could have been supposed possible before 
the vote was taken.

words of vanity, and to defy the enemies 
of the living God, as if to the very end 
that the laggard spirit of his people who 
love the truth may be aroused once more 
to s-t up the true banner of the church 
against the enemy coming in like a flood.

tion who reads with care such volumes as 
McCries "Life of Knox," or the more re- 
cent publication, "The History of the 
Church of Scotland," by Prof. Moffat of the 
Theological Seminary at Princeton.

Ten years are but as yesterday, when it 


is gone. Ne.crtheless they are a large 
proportion of the active part even of a 
long life, and in every community they 
necessarily bring change for better or for 
worse 
I think the change in the general 


condition of this community has been for 
the better, and not for the worse. The 
population has increased far more rapidly 
than would appear to a superficial view. 
The census taken in 1880 showed an ad- 
vance m the preceding decade in the 
numbei of the people of more than 60 
per cent. It is not probable that this 
ratio of increase has been maintained in 
the years since the last enumeration ; but 
doubtless there lias been some advance. 


In other ways the borough has been the 


scene of most important improvements 
which must, in all time to come, tell 
largely upon the best interests of tbe 
people. There has beeu great enlarge- 
ment 
in the 
facilities for education, 


both in public and private schools. 


I have delighted much in each ad- 


dition which has been made to estab- 
lishments which have been set up in 
Bristol, making it more and more a cen- 
tre of manufacturing industry, affording 
work to our people, and making penury 
and even distressing poverty so much a 
stranger to us j but I have been pleased 
still more to know that any necessity for 
ignoram e or the want of excellent edu- 
cation for our youth is removed by the 
presence among us of schools amply suffi- 
cient to meet every requirement of the 
population. It U my privilege and my 
duty to commend these institutions to 
your sympathy and support for next to the 
church of God, there is nothing so full of 
blessing to people as a good school. Here 
our educational facilities are supple- 
mented by a most excellent Library, 
which, iT not open without charge to 
every ono's use.is afforded at so moderate 
a cost as to be almost free. 
You will 


excuse me if, in mentioning the improve- 
ment which has taken place in our bor- 
ough within the last ten years, I give this 
library a prominence only next to tbe 
schools. 
No position, except the pas- 


torate of this church, have I occupied 
with 
as 
much 
satisfaction 
as 
the 


Presidency of the Board of Managers 
of this Library. It is as yet but a few 
years of age, and the funds at its com- 


the departed, thirty-two were members in 
full communion with the church, and be- 
sides these there were others who, though 
not enrolled in the books of the church 
on earth, undoubtedly had their' names 
written in the Lamb's book of life.

godly counsels, her time, her labors, her 
prayers, her property, all she had. All 
she had she knew she had received, and 
as a good steward she lived so as to ren- 
der her account with joy. Her's is a 
blessed memory in this church. 


Into how many of your families have I 


gone as the minister of that God who 
giveth songs in the night' In all your 
afflictions I have been afflicted, I have 
buried your dead out of your sight, 
and they were as my own dead; and' 
ever since as I have looked into your 
faces I have seen those who have gone 
acro«s the dark river: your fathers and 
mothers, your husbands and wives, your 
young meu and maidens, your little ones 
which nestled in your bosoms. I see 
them now and would call them by name 
if I dared. They arc at rest with God.

We 
lave hoped for such additions, and have 
looked for them to strengthen us, but 
still they did not come. I repeat here a 
remark I made privately a day or two 
since, that the law of averages in the 
uoni too ytHtra rliuulll tiring 10601.

Of around us on every band. The care of 


the congregation for tbe sanctuary has 
flourished. First, we have to remember

room. To-day there is so little debt on 
the entire property of the church that, if 
it was thought expedient so to do, I sup- 
pose it would be paid in an hour.

church lives and grows. So it has been 
with us 
Ten years ago I found upon 


the church's communion roll 145 names , 
out of these, 31 I have never known as 
church members here—they bcipg all at 
the time non-residents, and many of them 
have been since dismissed at their oi«n re- 
quest to connect themselves with churches 
within whose bounds they resided. 
The 


number of members resident in Bristol in 
October, 1873, was 114. Of this num- 
ber 23 have since died, 11 have been 
dismissed to other churches, and 12 are 
now non-resident, leaving at present with- 
in the bounds of the congregation of the 
membership found here on my accession 
to the pastorate, 68 persons. 
Alas! that 


I have to say it, some of these are ex- 
ceedingly nominal members, but 
on 


mand have been small, but, nevertheless, 
to-day there is a collection of books upon 
its shelves in which any town might very 
pardonably indulge itself iu no little 
pride. 
There is much there, I know, 


which can afford to the readers only an 
agreeable pastime. 
This is not to be 


condemned. There must be intellectual 
play as wall as physical. But besides this 
portion of the collection, there is a noble 
foundation in works of sterling value of 
biograph), history, science, art, belles- 
lettres, already enough in number to 
insure to any one nbo reads and ponders 
them, the reputation and condition of a 
well and broadly informed person. 
And 


the end it not yet. I believe the begin- 
ning only has been made. 


These things of which I have spoken 


are so allied to the church and are such 
necessary auxiliaries of it, that I have 
thought it to be right and proper to 
bring then thus forward in this review. 
Other changes than these have occurred 
in the ten years now closing. 
I stand 


to-day the oldest minister of religion in 
Bristol in years of service. Every church 
of whatever name, is presided over by oae 
unknown to the borough when I was in- 
stalled here. In tbe Methodist church 
the Rev. Mr. Church was pastor in 1873. 
He was succeeded by tbe Rev. Mr. Cook, 
who gave place to Rev. Dr. Cunningham, 
'f blessed memory; and he by the pres- 
nt pastor, the Rev. Mr. Gilroy. 
In the 


Baptist church the pastor in 1873 was tbe 
lev. Mr. Hyde, and he has been succeeded 
>y the Rev. Messrs. Conard and Beck. 
Of the Episcopal church in 1873 the rec- 
tor was tbe Rev. Dr. Druram, who, hav- 
ng resigned, was succeeded by tbe Rev. 
Mr. Brooks, and he by tbe present in- 
cumbent, the Rev. Mr. Lee. 
Since 1873 


Father Ljnch, of tbe Roman Catholic 
church, bus died, and Father Ward is 
now the ofliciating priest. The successor 
n the African M. E. church I cannot 
ive, but, of course according to tbe habit 
if tbe Methodist church, the changes 
n tbe ministry of that congregation have 
wen frequent. With all these my rela- 
ions, though by no meant of tbe tame 


the other hand I joy to say, the great 
majority are faithful and true, and, from 
the beginning of my ministry have been 
my comfort and strength. 
In these ten 


years there have been added to tbe full 
membership of the church by examination 
101 persons, and by certificate from other 
churches 63—in all 164. Upon the roll 
there are now recorded the names of 227 
persons, but from these large reductions 
must be made in order to state correctly 
the true strength of the church in its 
membership. Forty-nine of this number 
are, so far as I know, permanently absent 
from Bristol. Deducting these from the 
whole number leaves the resident mem- 
bership at the present time 178, but as 
some of them have been absent a period 
less than two years, I am obliged to re- 
port the membership to the Presbytery as 
193. 
Of the absentees there are quite n 


number whom I have never seen. Some 
of them are probably dead. Some, very 
probably from ignorance of their duty, 
have doubtless formed church relations 
in the places of their present residence 
without notice to us; it U to be feared 


example, moneys contributed on commu- 
nion Sundays for the poor of the church, 
and for the same and like purposes by tbe 
Ladies' Aid Society, and the Sunday 
School contributions for its own purposes. 
These several sums, and especially the 
latter, would not appear in the accounts 
of the treasurer of the church, nor would 
have any permanent record, excepting as 
from yeur to year. 
I have given them a 


place in my report to Presbytery under 
the head of Congregational. 


Nothing in the history of the ten years 


we have been considering Is more gratifv- 
inp than the enlarged spirit of benevo- 
lence which has been manifested, 
ft has 


not been spasmodic, but steady, and 
shows a constantly growing appreciation 
of the calls of God to his people lo devote 
their substance as well as themselves to 
showing forth His praise, in spreading 
abroad the knowledge of His name. This 
is greatly due to the Urge circulation of 
religious papers and missionary journals, 
and to the rising interest of the women 
of the church in work for women. 
The 


contributions, including value of mission- 
ary boxes, of which there were two, for 
the ten years to tbe different boards of tbe 
church, have been as I now recite them : 
Home Missions, $2,478; Foreign Mis- 
sions, $1,830; Education, $457; Publi- 
cation, $191; Church Erection, $270; 
Relief, $752; Sustentation, $339, and 
Freedmen, $308—in all, $6,598. A sum 
I am persuaded more than double tbe 
total of the contributions of all the years 
preceding this last decade. This sum in- 
cludes of course the contributions of the 
Woman's 
societies 
and the Sabbath 


school, in both of which I am glad to say 
the disposition to give has been constantly 
growing. 
There has been much other 


benevolence manifested which cannot be 
tabulated though it has been indicated in 
my annual reports. O'.e steady and 
large stream of it demands a single word 
of remark. The Mission school, in Buck- 
ley street, though never connected with 
the church in any organic way, has been 
supported in very large part by its mem- 
bers, and as you know, in the main, by a 
single family, to which in this way, most 
unexpected by them, I give my 'tribute 
of praise and thanks for the blessed work 
which has beeu accomplished by them and 
their willing helpers. 
And now the 


3od. And as with the Session, so with 
the Board of Trustees. All has been 
>eace and harmony; and the finances of 
he church have been well cared fpr. 
I rejoice with the Trustee* that a plan 
has been secured and is in successful 
operation, which works well, and if only 
kept to with vigilance will continue to 
keep the church from that bane of 
churches, fiscal embarrassments. And as 
it has been with the official members, so 
it has been with all who here worship 
God in the sanctuary. 
No root of bit- 


terness has sprung to disturb the rela- 
tions of pastor and people. God knows I 
love you, and for these ten years have 
ceased not day and night to beseech Him 
to grant you abundant blessing. The 
times have been very few, if there have 
been any, when I have sought God's favor 
for myself and my own precious ones (all 
present to-day in His very kind Provi- 
dence) that I have not sought his favor 
just as anxiously for you. And my prayer 
has been answered in the peace and pros- 
perity which have been vouchsafed, and 
answered in the mutual love and con- 
fidence which prevails among us. 
An-

day that I can look with love into each 
one of your faces, and meet the response 
of love from each one. God blesj you

The former 
keeps the road always in good condition, 
the latter makes it so only occasionally 
after intervals of various length during 
which it is continually deteriorating in a 
geometrical ratio, so that the better the 
state in which the road is kept, the less 
are the injuries to it, and, therefore, the 
less the expense of keeping it in this ex- 
cellent condition."

Supposing the road to be already in a 


good condition, that is, in proper chape, 
and free from holes, ruts, mud and dirt, 
to keep it so requires two fundamental 
operations : 


1 The continual removal of the daily 


uear of the materials whether in the 
shape of mud or dust. 


'2. The employment of materials to re- 


place those removed. 


Tno labor of one man will keep in re- 


pair three miles of well-made and well- 
drained road for the first two years after 
its formation, and four miles for the next 
two years. The fifth year some repairs 
with "lifting" may be necessary.

In the United States 
12 cents for each member goes to the 
general secretary at Boston, to defray 
necess ry expenses of printing, general 
aid, Ac., &c. The remainder belongs to 
the branch where it is paid in, and may 
be devoted to any purpose for the benefit 
and well being of the girls, as it is in the 
hands of the associates. , 


In Bristol, the members and associates 


number 60 odd. 
The society is under the 


care of the Rector of the Episcopal 
Church, and of the eight lady associates 
under him as workers. It has done quiet 
and efficient work here among many of 
the girls employed in the mills. The 
major part' of the society being made up 
of honest gtrls seeking to make an honest 
living.

They are plainly shown and openly taught 
that their honest labor, diligently and 
faithfully performed redounds to their 
credit, and that the girl who is a con- 
scientious worker in a mill, in a kitchen, 
in a store, or In a dressmaker's room Is 
just as worthy the respect of all whose 
respect is worth having, as are those who 
are fortunate enough to be spared the 
necessity of laboring for themselves, or 
for others. 


Once a month the society here meets 


for mutual entertainment and instruction 
in St. James' chapel, under the super- 
vision of the associates, and weekly, from 
October to May, such as are able meet 
for sewing in the same place. The arti- 
cles sewed are sold and the proceeds de- 
voted to keeping up a fund for the aid of 
any of the members who may need it in 
sickness. During only the months of last 
winter nearly 200 articles, useful and 
ornamental, were made by the society 
and sold through the town in an unobtru- 
sive manner, by one or two of the mem- 
bers, and a sum of money was deposited 
in the Bristol bank to the credit of the' 
society as the beginning of a fund for the 
sick who may require aid. 
Articles for 


sale may be seen, or orders for work re- 
ceived by the secretary, Miss Gilkeson, 
the associates in St. James' chapel every 
Saturday afternoon from three until half 
past lour o'clock, during the working 
bours of the society.

tory, Oct. 23d, 1888.—Leaving Qrceley, 
Colo., on time, we were flying along 
through tlia agricultural region north of 
the town. Immcnsa fields of grain (in 
stack) corn and potatoes greeted the eye 
on every mde. hon. B. Eaton being on 
the train, ,md being an old-time friend 
and nciglilior of ours, we wore soon in 
pleasant tonverso with this large land 
owner aiml one of Colorado's most hon- 
ored citizc us. He invited us to the plat- 
form of tlic coach from which we had a 
grand view of his 5,000 acre farm. Many 
farm houses were to be seen around; 
said he, "all those houses arc mine except 
one. 
I juit up seventeen brick f.irm 


houses for my tenants this summer." The 
large elevator, storehouse and schoolhouse 
at Eaton Station, belong to him. lie 
will have .ibout .'50,000 bushels of wheat 
as the crop of 1883. There were raised 
the present season, near Enton, almost 
100,000 bushels of potatoes, a large pro- 
portion of them on his model farm. 


After ciouing the big canal that car- 


ries water to Una fine section, wo passed 
through an uninteresting region of rolling, 
almost but ten plaint to Cheyenne, the 
capitol tow n of Wyoming 
After a delay 


of 
two hours, we set out, westward 


bound, posing over the backbone of the 
American Continent at Sherman, the 
highest point of the U. P. R. R. in cross- 
ing the Rni ky Mountain range. A large 
monument to the memory of Cakes 
Ames, the projector of the U. P. R. R., 
stands just to the left of Sherman. It is 
built of immense blocks of granite laid in 
substantial masonry. To the right of 
Sherman and further west, the spurs of 
the Black Hills are passed through be- 
fore ente-mg upon the grand Larimer 
plains whei c thousands of cattle, horses 
and sheep i mge at will, feeding upon the 
luxuriant glasses. 
At Laramic City in- 


telligence was received that a serious 
collision had occurred near llock Creek, 
between a freight and passenger train.

In 
the course of half an hour or so I came 
upon a herd if elk ruminating upon the 
side of a timbered ridge. Before I couid 
get n shot at thorn they ran away like the 
wind; follow ing them up I caino within 
gunshot ran;;o of them and in a short 
time bad thr :e of the herd lying upon the 
grass by the side of a beautiful mountain 
lake. The SJP. was nearly down, so I set 
out for camp to get assistance in dressing 
the carcasse.. 
Unluckily I took donn 


the wrong r.ivine, and after traveling a 
mile or more, became satisfied I was lost 
and believing 3ur camp was behind a 
high mountain ridge, I set out to scale it. 
Before I go; to the top I was almost 
completely exhausted; night came on 
and there I was, lost in the mountain 
forests surro mdnd by ravenous beasts ; 
it would be li ird to describe my feelings. 
Stopping to jain a little strength,! con- 
cluded to fire a sigiml hoping my com- 
rades at cani|> uould hear it and answer 
by n similar salute. From some cause 
the cartridge 
exploded 
prematurely, 


'throwing the charge of burning powder 
full into my f ice and cyes; 
The burning 


pain was almost intolerable for a while 
but with the use of cooling lotions I xvas 
enabled to sc: a little and struggled on
